NEW STYLE REVOLUTIONS 


The 1923 model of revolutions has at- 


tracted wide attention and been the sub- 
ject of mudmomment. both favorable and 
•unfavorable. It strikingly resembles the 
election as it isv known in Anglo-Saxon 
lands, for it is directed, not against the 
government, but against those who hap- 
.pen to be in control of the government 
at the time. So it was in Italy, and so 
again it is in Spain. 
The immediate 


result is merely a change in ministry. 
Mussolini and Rivera, the leaders of the 
Italian and Spanish revolutions respec- 
tively, emphasize their entire loyalty to 
the crown, and the crown responds by tak- 
ing them, and men of their choice into the 
circle of its advisers. 


There are no banishments or execu- 


tions, no disorders of a serious nature, no 
suggestions that the services of either 
monarch could be dispensed with. Mus- 
solini's revolution was directed against 
the Socialists and Communists, while that 
of Rivera has for its object "the cleaning 
up of politics and,making them honest.*' 
His is really a reform movement, reform, 
if not "within the party," at least .under 
monarchical institutions. It was, so Ri- 
vera "tells the world," made necessary 
by "the obstinacy of the government in 
•refusing to get rid of a baleful ministry 
whom it forced on the people and. the 
king.*' 
>Vhat the government was as 


apart from the king and the "baneful 
ministry'' itself, is not quite clear. 


But the king, it is now said, was him- 


self set free by Rivera and his associates, 
who arc, at his request, to form a gov- 


* eminent. "Whether he had any choice in 


the selection of the new ministers is not 
intimated—perhaps the case was so clear 
«A to call for no comment. It seems at 


least probable that this new ministry is 
forced on him quite as truly as was its 
predecessor. It would be interesting to 
know just what Alfonso thinks of the rev- 
olution. 
It may be welcome to him, as 


it is a military affair, and monarchs arc 
likely to be militaristic. 
But whether 


he liked it or not. there was no escape for 
him any more than there was for Victor 
Emmanuel when Mussolini seized power 
in Rome, and is now spoken of by admir- 
ing fcllOM'-countrymen as the greatest 
man since Napoleon Bonaparte. To think 
that 
Garibaldi, *Mazzini and- Cavour 


should be so quickly forgotten! 


It is hardly to be doubted that poli- 


tics in Spain will stand a good deal of 
"cleaning up." 
But there may be some 


questions as to whether an 
effective 


"cleanser" has been found. 'The friends 
of Spain will hope so. These new mod- 
els will bear much study. 
One can not 


yet be sure that a permanent fashion— 
if there is such a thing—has been estab- 
lished. It may be found that they belong 
with "the princes and lords" of whom 
Goldsmith said they "may flourish or may 
fade."' since "a breath can make them, as 
a breath has made." 
These up-to-date 


revolutions are interesting largely because 
they reveal the complacence and agility 
of twentieth century monarchs. 


JUNKED WARSHIPS 


A "Washington correspondent recently 


told how the warships Virginia and New 
Jersey were taken out to the proving 
grounds and destroyed by bombs dropped 
from airplanes sailing a mile overhead. 
Now the battleship Michigan, the most 
powerful of her time, is to go to the junk- 
man. 
* 


'It is only sixteen years ago that* these 


ships were the pride of the American na- 
ry. They took part then in Fighting Bob 
Evans' Bruise around the world to show 
everybody how strong we were in our sea 
defense. That,fleet was the culmination 
of years of inventive effort. 
It was hard 


to imagine that more powerful fighting 
machines could be devised. 


But nothing grows obsolete so quick- 


ly as a battleship. The successors of the 
ships named cost nearly ten times as much 
and were immeasureably more powerful 
as destroyers. • These in turn are as 
ephemeral and many more millions would 
have to have been poured out in later cre- 
ations as the science of naval construc- 
tion advanced. 
\ 


The people of the country ?re begin- 


ning to realize that the international 
agreement made at "Washington to limit 
the size and cost of navies to police util- 
ity was a really great accomplishment. 
It has saved the world billions and a mad 
rave for naval supremacy that could 
never end. It remains now for the na- 
tions to impose the same limitations on 
the new craze for great fleets of military 
planes to secure air supremacy, and the 
American Legion could be engaged in no 
worthier task than its efforts in that di- 
rection. 


THE BURIED PRINCIPLE 


Repetition of a live principle leads 


finally to the principle's becoming an ac- 
tive law. Governor Pinchot told the op- 
erators and miners that their controversy 
was not a private quarrel. His remarks 
were not taken too seriously by the par- 
ties in the dispute, who. as usual and as 
is perhaps natural, had their own inter- 
ests first in mind.

"Society." says the United States Coal 


commission, in its latest report, "has a 
right to fix a limitation beyond which it 
will not permit either of these de facto 
or *de jure organizations to go." The 
commission continues thus in its report: 
"The people has a right to demand of its 
government that it shall not freeze in the 
midst of an abundance of coal. 
Unless 


capital and labor adopt methods that 
will furnish to the public coal whc^ need- 
ed, an outraged public sentiment will fur- 
nish the supply either by the anay or the 
penitentiary." 


How -was this principle discovered ? It 


was one of those principles that was con- 
cealed and either forgotten or unnoticed 
until the two parties of interest ignored 
public rights. Imposition brought it to 
light. Disappointment is emphasizing it 
Some day, unless the parties wi«o}y fo. 
eide that the public interest 5s theirs, the 
principle will be asserted by or for the 
people.

times as dessert or after meals, not at irregular 
times of between meals, for if the child Is allowed 
to eat sugar cake or candy when hungry his ap- 
petite is too readily satisfied and he will not take a 
sufficient variety of food at meals. Sugar is easily 
digested, furnishes much heat or energy, and is 
quickly utilized by the system to supply muscular 
energy for the active child. So the naturally busy, 
nard playing child should have plenty of sugar and 
sweets: the abnormal child who does little playing, 
needs little sugar.

After observing the jam of 
cars in the stalls, and after measuring 
tho width of the stalls and that of the 
average automobile, he concluded that 
the stalls should be at least a foot wid 
er. 


The College-avo parking stalls at 


present are-8 feet wide at the street 
curb but only 7 feet wide in the cen- 
ter at right angles. The 
average 


width of an automobile is 5 feet 6 
inches, which allows the car only 18 
Inches clearance. Some drivers find it 
quite difficult to squeeze out o£ the 
js.ni. 
Were the stalls widened so that they 


would be 9 feet wide at the curb and 
8 feet wide at right angles with the 
parallel lines, the automobiles would 
have a clearance of 30 inches. 


Remarking the stalls on that basis, 


however, would take off about four 
stalls on each side of the street.* Should 
the angle of the stalls be made more 
acute, the number of stalls would be 
Still more increased, which would of 
course be unsatisfactory, he said. 


The engineer is planning to make 


the change next spring after the paint 
has worn considerably off the old 
stall*.
